month that PeUegrino was fired because 
he had failed to clean areas of the Ad- 
dams School on Springinsguth Road, for 
which he, as custodian, was responsible. 
“I never had any complaints from the 
principal of Addams about my work,” 
said Pellegrino, who resides at 606 
Springinsguth Rd., Schaumburg. He is 
43. 
., 
The Local 11 business manager said 
that Pellegrino was blamed for not hav­ 
ing areas cleaned that were used for eve­ 
ning activities at Addams School,^ such as 
the multipurpose room for public meet­ 
ings. Pellegrino worked a shift from 3 
p.m. to 11 p.m. 


FOXWORTH CONTENDED that Pelle­ 
grino would have had to work overtime 
to clean these areas being used at night, 
and that his supervise was actually re­ 
sponsible for seeing that cleaning got 
done. 
Foxworth, Local 11 business manager, 
said he was planning to fly to Washing­ 
ton, D. C., tomorrow and would confer 
with national union officials reg^ding 
procedures to be followed by the union as 
a consequence of Pellegrino’s dismissal. 
Headquarters of Local 11, Service Em­ 
ployes Union, is at 17th Fifth Avenue, 
Maywood. The union has over 3,000 
members in suburban Cook County. 
“Our union was treated so shabbily by 
the Dist. 54 administration that we’re go­ 
ing to have to pull out all the stops on 
this,” said Foxworth. 
“IF THEY (Dist. 54 administrators) 
believe in fair play, why don’t they just 
allow an election among the custodians 
to see if a majority of employes want a 
union,” said Pellegrino. “What are they 
so scared of, if a majority of people 
aren’t in favor of a union, as they 
claim?” 
At a meeting of Council No. 6 of the 
Service Employes Union on June 13 in 
Arlington Heights, Marvin Lore, the 
union’s organizational director, told the 
union delegates: 
“Brothers and sisters, a situation ex-

ists in School Dist. 54 which almost stag­ 
gers the imagination. 
“The use of union-busting techniques, 
outright lies, stoolpigeons and frame-ups 
against employes engaged in union activ­ 
ity went out of our history books at the 
turn of the century, but they are pre­ 
sently being employed in Schaumburg 
and Hoffman Estates by business Mgr. 
M. J. Lapicola and his hired hands. 
“OUR UNION, which has a reputation 
for fairness and responsibility second to 
none, mailed the school administration, 
at their request, proof that a large num­ 
ber of custodial employes had designated 
Local No. 11 as their representative. 
“Then the ax began to swing. Finally it 


struck the chairman erf our organizing 
committee himself who, having per­ 
mitted himself to be interviewed by a 
Herald reporter, Don Brannan, was 
marked fe»: execution. 
As soon as his name appeared on the 
front erf the Herald, he was a marked 
man. 
Harassment and petty 
gripes 
poured upon his head and finally he was 
fired from his job. Until he joined the 
union, he had not only been saluted for 
his outstanding work, he had even par­ 
ticipated in a school play! 
“I APPEARED before the board of 
education to request that they consider 
their position, but it was like talking to a 
deaf-mute. They had been brainwashed 


in an executive session and like puppets, 
pounded nails into the umwa’s coffin. All 
voted “aye” to deprive a family man, 
home owner and local taxpayer of his 
miserable $6,000 per year job. 
“Frankly, he hasn’t lost anything 
because he was looking for a job when he 
got that one. To add injury to insult, the 
Board of Education on the very same 
night, adopted an anti-labor scale of pay 
in which you must be on the job tlyee 
full years before you reach the glorious 
maximum of $7,500 per year. Truly, 
union-busting pays off — not for the 
workers but for the bosses whose huge 
salaries gobble up our union members’ 
tax money.” 
Flooding Plans Discussed 


“We said in 1969 we’d solve the flood­ 
ing problems and we’ll make it a poUti- 
cal reality,” Hanover Park Mayor Rich­ 
ard Baker said last week. 
Residents, most of whom live east of 
Barrington Road, attended Thursday’s 
village board meeting to find out what 
measures the village is taking to stop the 
flooding. Heavy rains of recent weeks 
caused the DuPage Creek to overflow, 
flooding streets and homes. 
As a temporary measure, the village 
will sandbag some areas east of Barring­ 
ton Road, Baker said. 
Unfurling maps. Baker showed the 
residents that the flood study committee, 
appointed a year ago, has been pinpoint­ 
ing the problems and compiling a history 
of the flooding problems, based on re­ 
sponse to two questionnaires mailed to 
all residents. 
THE SANITARY sewer lines in all sec­ 
tions of the village are also being in­ 
spected for seepage. 
Straightening the DuPage Creek as it 
flows through the Fisher Farm, 200 unin­ 
corporated acres adjacent to the Metro­ 
politan Sanitary District property, r ^ 
mains a problem. Baker said. “We’re in 
court on this now,” he said. 
The village president said past admin­ 
istrations have failed to act on measures 
for flood control recommended in 1964 
and 1967 by village Engr. Larry Grindel. 
In a letter to the board, (Irindel listed 
10 recommendations including some of 
the ones submitted years ago.

say s. “I ho p e that I can b e rememb ered 
in this way . I ho p e so me o n e can remem­ 
b er so me help that I may hav e giv en 
him.” 
Wedn esday n ight he was rememb ered 
b y his fo rmer p lay ers at a retiremen t 
din n er fo r G. A. McElro y . Man y o f his 
fo rmer athletes came fro m all o v er the 
co u n try to wish Earl Stu tzman well. 
Earl Stu tzman , in o ther wo rds, came 
to realize o n Wedn esday n ight that he 
had certain ly b een a su ccessfu l co ach. 
Earl Stu tzman is retired n o w. He has 
retired as athletic co -o rdin ato r fo r High 
Scho o l District 211, a p o sitio n he held 
sin ce 1964. 
Bu t Earl Stu tzman ’s memo ries, Earl 
Stu tzman ’s su ccesses started lo n g b efo re 
Wedn esday n ight an d lo n g b efo re 1964. 
Stu tzman started teachin g in 1929 an d 
his first co achin g assign men t came du r­ 
in g the 1930-31 b asketb all seaso n at De- 
Pu e (III.) Grade Scho o l. 
He sp en t fo u r seaso n s at DePu e Grade 
Scho o l. His heav y weight teams had a 65- 
7 reco rd an d his lightweights were 55-7 
du rin g tho se fo u r y ears. In 1934 DePu e 
wo n the heav y weight state b asketb all 
champ io n ship fo r grade scho o lers. The 
y ear b efo re his team fin ished seco n d in 
the state. 
In 1934 Stu tzman to o k o v er the fo o tb all 


an d b asketb all co achin g jo b s at DePu e 
High Scho o l. In his first seaso n as fo o t­ 
b all co ach DePu e had the highest sco rin g 
team in the Illin o is Valley Co n feren ce. 
His first b asketb all team had a 20-4 
reco rd an d wo n the district champ io n ­ 
ship . 
This was o n ly the b egin n in g. Fo r the 
n ex t six y ears DePu e n ev er had a lo sin g 
fo o tb all seaso n u n der Stu tzman ’s gu id­ 
an ce. His b asketb all teams wo n six o u t 
o f sev en Bu reau Co u n ty champ io n ship s, 
three regio n al to u rn amen ts an d n ev er 
kn ew the disp leasu re o f a lo sin g seaso n 
desp ite a ru gged schedu le. 
“DePu e was a v ery small scho o l.” 
Stu tzman recalled, 
‘‘b u t we 
alway s 
p lay ed the b ig scho o ls. To me, that is the 
o n ly way to b u ild a win n er. Yo u hav e to 
p lay the b est. 
“I thin k to o man y co aches to day tn in k 
to o mu ch ab o u t their reco rds. They do n ’t 
go o u t an d p lay the to p teams. 
I alway s 
figu red that if y o u go t b eat b y the b est, 
at least y o u learn ed so methin g.” 
In the fall o f 1941 Stu tzman mo v ed to 
Palatin e an d was the assistan t b asket­ 
b all co ach to G. A. McElro y an d p ro ­ 
ceeded to win the Ughtweight champ io n ­ 
ship o f the No rthwest Co n feren ce. 
So methin g n ew arriv ed at Palatin e 
High Scho o l in 1942 . . . n o t ex actly sho w­ 
ro o m n ew . . . b u t still n ew after a lo n g 
ab sen ce. It was a sp o rt called fo o tb all. 
Palatin e High had a fo o tb all team in 
its early y ears b u t in 1935, Palatin e, 
which was an ex tremely small scho o l 
schedu lin g larger in stitu tio n s, had to su s­ 
p en d its fo o tb all p ro gram b ecu ase o f re­ 
p eated shellackin gs. Lo sin g sco res like 
46-0 y ear in an d y ear o u t can do that to a 
fo o tb all p ro gram. 
Bu t in 1942 Stu tzman was asked to get 
the fo o tb all p ro gram started again at 
Palatin e. In his first seaso n he was su c­ 
cessfu l — as u su al. 
“It was really ro u gh gettin g fo o tb all 
started again at Palatin e,” Stu tzman 
said. “So man y o f the p aren ts were so 
mu ch again st it. I gu ess they remem­ 
b ered the y ears that Palatin e had a team 
with all the lo sses an d in ju ries. 


“Bu t little b y little I go t a team to geth­ 
er. An d wc had a p retty go o d team b e­ 
cau se I had a go o d gro u p o f b o y s.” 
Palatin e fin ished seco n d in the No rth­ 
west Co n feren ce in 1942 - which was a 
co mp lete su rp rise. 
. 
“1 gu ess my b iggest thrill came du rin g 
that first fo o tb all seaso n ,” Stu tzman re­ 
flected. “We had to win o u r last game o f 
the y ear to get seco n d p lace an d, b y go l­ 
ly , we sco red two to u chdo wn s in the sec­ 
o n d half to win 14-13. 
“An y way , I was at ho me that n ight af­ 
ter the game an d all o f a su dden I start­ 
ed hearin g this lo u d n o ise o u tside. I wen t 
o u tside to in v estigate an d there was 
n early the en tire stu den t b o dy , the who le 
fo o tb all team an d man y o f the to wn s­ 
p eo p le o n the fro n t lawn y ellin g. ‘Sp eech, 
sp eech!’ I tell y o u . I was really stu n n ed. 
“It was really q u ite a mo men t.” 
In 1944 Stu tzman to o k o v er as athletic 
directo r when McElro y assu med mo re 
an d mo re admin istrativ e du ties. Stu tz­ 
man also b ecame the head b asketb all 
co ach that y ear. He had a 20-10 reco rd. 
Du rin g the 1946-47 seaso n Stu tzman s 
cage team had a 14-7 reco rd an d o n e o f 
his y o u n g p lay ers made the All-Co n fer­ 
en ce team. The p lay er’s n ame was Dick 
Ko lze - who is No w Dr. Richard Ko lze 
the n ew su p erin ten den t o f High Scho o l 
District 211. 
Desp ite hav in g a team which was 
small in size an d small in n u mb ers an d 
desp ite hav in g a n u mb er o f in ju ries, 
Stu tzman led Palatin e to a 5-3 reco rd in 
the 1947 fo o tb all seaso n . It was the last 
v arsity fo o tb all team he ev er had. Dick 
Welty , who is n o w Fremd High’s athletic 
directo r, to o k o v er as head grid co ach in 
1948.

stu tzman co n tin u ed co achin g the Pala­ 
tin e v arsity b asketb all team u n til 1951 
when he gav e the jo b to Gen e Mo y lan . 
Stu tzman then co n cen trated o n his du ties 
as athletic directo r. 
In 1964 Stu tzman b ecame the High 
Scho o l District 211 athletic co o rdin ato r. 
In 1970 he retired. 
Bu t he retires with man y memo ries. 
“Yes, there are man y man y memo ­ 
ries,” he say s. “I can rememb er when 
Waliy Grace, a v ery go o d frien d, was 
co achin g at Arlin gto n an d he an d I go t 
to gether an d decided we sho u ld p u t a 
little so methin g at stake fo r Palatin e-Ar- 
lin gto n b asketb all games. We then came 
u p with the idea o f the Sleigh Bells game 
which was alway s q u ite an affair. 


“Wally an d I wan ted to hav e so me­ 
thin g to co mp ete fo r in wrestlin g an d 
that’s when we came u p with the PA’s 
Bu cket. Wally an d I were alway s lo o kin g 
fo r so methin g to b u ild u p in terest.” 
Stu tzman recalls the day early in his 
co achin g career at DePu e that he set u p 
a cu rfew fo r his athletes. He wo n dered

The cu rfew Stu tz estab lished was fo r 
7:3 0. 
The n ex t day a p aren t called. 
The p aren t co mp lain ed ab o u t the cu r­ 
few. 
Why , the p aren t asked, wasn ’t the cu r­ 
few set fo r 7 p .m. in stead o f 7:3 0? 
“It’s q u ite a b it differen t with the kids 
an d their p aren ts to day ,” Stu tz said. 
“To day if y o u set a cu rfew at 7:3 0 y o u 
get calls fro m p aren ts say in g that y o u 
are cramp in g the b o y ’s so cial life an d 
that y o u are o v er-emp hasizin g sp o rts. 


An d why , b y heav en s, sho u ldn ’t the cu r­ 
few b e set at 11 o ’clo ck? 
^ 
“I hav e alway s felt that discip lin e 
sho u ld start so mewhere an d why n o t 
start it with a cu rfew? Why n o t disallo w 
athletes to smo ke o r drin k? 
“Bo y s are n o t in clin ed to b e dis­ 
cip lin ed,” he remarked, “b u t deep do v m 
they wan t the discip lin e if it can really 
make them a b etter athlete. A b o y wUl 
resp ect his co ach mo re if the co ach dis­ 
cip lin es the b o y . I thin k the p ro b lem with 
a lo t o f co aches to day is that they are 
afraid that their b o y s will n o t like them. 
To o man y co aches try to b e b u ddy -b u ddy 
with their athletes. 
“To o man y co aches are slip p in g m 
their discip lin e an d I’m so rry that they 
are.” 
Jo hn Jardin e, the Un iv ersity o f Wis­ 
co n sin fo o tb aU co ach, agrees with Stu tz­ 
man . “If a b o y is n o t discip lin ed en o u gh 
o r will n o t ap p ly himself to o b ey train in g 
ru les, ho w discip lin ed o r dedicated do 
y o u thin k he wUl b e do wn o n the three 
y ard lin e when the go in g gets to u gh,” 
Jardin e to ld a co aches clin ic in Elk 
Gro v e three weeks ago . “Tho se b o y s 
wo n ’t b e v ery discip lin ed, I’ll assu re 
Stu tzman has sto o d u p fo r man y thin gs 
du rin g his y ears in athletics an d these 
two are in clu ded — the u n ifo rm an d the 
letter. 
“It is to o easy an y mo re to get a u n i­ 
fo rm an d a letter in man y scho o ls,” he 
said. “When I co ached y o u gav e o u t o n ly 
so man y u n ifo rms fo r a game so a b o y 
had to wo rk hard to make the team. He 
had to wo rk hard in p ractice to get the 
u n ifo rm. 
“Bu t these day s ev ery b o dy gets a u m- 
fo rm. They do n ’t p u t an y limits o n the 


n u mb er o f b o y s who can su it u p fo r a 
game an d that’s wro n g. They do n T hav e 
an y healthy co mp etitio n o n theii- o wn 
teams.

“I hav e also felt that a b o y sho u ld p lay 
a n u mb er o f q u arters o r in n in gs to get a 
letter. Bu t to o man y co aches giv e letters 
to b o y s who n ev er p lay an d n ev er wo rk 
hard in p ractice to make the first team. 
“They giv e away letters to an y b o dy 
who sho ws u p . 
J 
“An d they hav e made a u n ifo rm an d a 
letter n ex t to wo rthless.” 
Stu tzman , o f co u rse, is n o t criticizin g 
the en tire co achin g p ro fessio n . “There 
are man y , man y go o d co aches in this 
area an d man y o f them are b etter than 
the co aches who were aro u n d in my 
day .” 
Bu t so me co aches, he say s, do n o t p ro ­ 
fess the discip lin ary attitu de an d “y o u 11 
fin d that these are the lo sers.” 
Athletics has b een Earl Stu tzman s 
life. He ho p es fo r athletics to b e kep t o n 
the highest esteem alway s. “I hav e al­ 
way s said that mo n ey sp en t fo r athletics 
is mo n ey well sp en t,” he remarked. 
That is why he wan ts co aches to co n ­ 
tro l their p ro grams an d n o t let the ath­ 
letes ru n the sho w. 
“A co ach can mean so mu ch in the 
dev elo p men t o f a b o y ,” he say s. 
Earl Stu tzman has mean t mu ch to 
man y b o y s who hav e gro wn in to ap p re­ 
ciativ e men .

is 
that when 
Schau mb u rg High Scho o l o p en s n ex t fall 
that the District 211 admin istratio n n ame 
the fo o tb all track stadiu m “Earl Stu tz­ 
man Field.”
